DRINKING AND CRAPS LEAD TO 


STONES AND GUNS 


Both Parties Are in Jail Awaiting 


Trial on Charges 


Preferred. 


A shooting aflray took place on 


Tuesday evening of last week, which 
may end iu both participants remain- 
ing for some time where they cannot 
indulge in whiskey aud firearms. 


Arthur G. Clay and Samuel Wood- 


yard, both colored were on Washing- 
ton street about half past rive o'clock 
of that day.

The former star- 
ted on a run for his home at end of 
Washington street with

after him. The latter picked up one 
or more stones and threw after Clay, 
when latter turned aud fired once or 
twice with a revolver. One of these 
saots struck Woodyard ou the left side 
of the face. He immediately started 
for another stone '.vhile Clay went 
into his home and picked up a shot 
gun. Mrs. Clay tried to iuterfere and 
another partv who saw the affray war-* 
ned Woodyard to run or he would be 
shot. He started to run up Washing- 
toii-s&^c; toward torn and Clay -han<-- 
ged away" with the gun. Woodyard 
says several shots struck him in the 
back. 


Both Woodyard aud Clay were ar- 


rested the same evening, Woodyard 
made an information against Arthur 
G- <-'lay charging au assault and bat- 
tery with intent to maim, before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Hill. Mrs. Clara 
Clay made au information charging 
Woodyard with an aggravated assault 
and battery in throwing stones and 
both Mrs. Clay aud Arthur Clav char- 
ged Woodvard with surety of,'peace, 
the former with a threat to knock her 
head off'and latter with a threat to 
kill, 
before Justice 
of the Peace 


<j nimby. 


After hearing on last Wednesday 


both Woodyard aud Clay were com- 
mitted to jail for trial at November 
court.

In Hie building of county bridges in 


Adanib county there has been at least 
three distinct periods, the stone bridge, 
the wooden bridge and the iron bridge. 
The masonry of the stone bridge un- 
questionably presents the most pictur- 
esque bridge. There are many stone 
bridges in the county but the one at 
Two Bridges is entitled to the distinc- 
tion of representing the end of the 
stone bridge building period, as it was 
the last stone bridge to be erected by 
the county. 


The spot where it stands is attrac- 


tive. The creek is split into two ciiau- 
uels at the point leaving an island in 
stream. Over the wider channel to- 
ward the north is the stoue bridge and 
over the smaller channel to the south 
is the wooden one. The channel at 
the wooden one is a branch of the 
Conowago and is in Strabau town- 
ship, while the stone bridge crosses 
the channel dividing .Straban and Ty- 
rone townships. On the latter side is 
the well known farm of Dr. Win. R.

ed by contract, that he built the bridge 
so well, of the best materials, giving 
the county full value under the con- 
tract, that he was at a big loss, for 
those days, when bridge was finished. 
The bridge stands as a monument to 
honest first-class masonry. 


The wooden bridge is a more mod- 


ern affair as representing the second 
period in bridge building and is the 
second one that has stood at that =pot. 


At the August court, 1848, Geo. W. 


McClellau, George Shryock, Samuel 
Miller, Alexander D. Buehler and 
George Little, viewers for a proposed 
bridge over that branch of C'ouowago 
Creek where the same crosses State 
road south of the bridge now standing 
over the main stream, reported that 
the bridge was indispensably neces- 
sary. This report was approved by 
grand jury and court the same year 
and county commissioners directed to 
. construct bridge. 


The commissioners contracted with 


John F. Felty to build the wooden 
bridge on Jan. 22, 1&50 for -S700. 
He 


went to work on it at once. April 18, 
1850, on petition of Mr. Felty, Henry 
Chritzuian, tteorge Swope, 
David 


Ziegler, Samuel K. Russel, John Jen- 
kins and Leonard Stough were ap- 
pointed to inspect bridge and reported 
to August court that it was finished 
according to contract, receiving from 
Mr. Felty $1 a piece for their services. 


The bridge erected by John F. Felty 


was an uncovered wooden one with 
low frame side. What happened to it 
has not beeu learned but within ten 
years was either carried away by high 
waters or damaged so that a new 
bridge had to be built.

PEACE IN THE FAR EAST 


Japan Victor on Land and Sea With 


Moral Victory of Peace. 


The treaty of peace at Portsmouth, 


between Japan and Russia was signed 
last Tuesday afternoon Sept. 5, and at 
its couclusion the 
toasted 
President 


Plenipotentiaries 
Roosevelt, 
who 


brought about the peace. 


The victory of war belongs to Japan 


as well as the victory of peace. The 
war has changed the map of the Far 
East, and ha& recast the commercial 
and political relatious of the whole 
Oriental world. 
From a military 


point of view it was an epoch making 
war. It included the three greatest 
land battles and the greatest sea battle 
ever fought. It has taught that there 
is no such thing as an impregnable 
fortress, and that the best defenses can 
be taken by direct assault. The great- 
est result is the raising of Japan to the 
position of a first class power and the 
fall of Russia as the greatest of the 
world powers. 


'1 he cause of the war was Russia's 


policy of playing fast and loose with 
her promises to evacuate Mauchuria 
and her refusal to recognize Japan's 
paramount interest iu Korea and her 
own moves to acquire ice-tree ports. 


The war began Feb. 5, 1904 and end- 


ed Aug. 29, 1905—571 days. The peace 
was agreed to on latter date, the treaty 
signed Sept. 5. 


The result of the war is that Japan 


has re-acquired control of Korea, Port 
Arthur, the Liaoyaug Peninsula, Sak- 
halin, and China is supreme in Mau- 
churia with "open doors" to the trade 
of the world. Russia will not get on 
the Pacific coast an ice free port. Ja- 
pan has won every point which led up 
to the war, as well as the suberb ex- 
ample of a moral victory without in- 
demnity. 


The laud battles of Liaoyang, Port 


Arthur, Mukden and the sea battles 
up to that of The Sea of Japan proved 
the superiority of the Japanese on 
laud and sea. The battle of Mukden 
overshadows all previous battles of 
which the world has definite informa- 
tion from Marathon to Sedan, with 
almost .800,000 men engaged therein. 
It gives Oyama rank as strategist 
of the first order. In sea fighting 
Toga stands without a rival.

failed September meeting of council to 
onlerou last i'u^.layevenmg'.vit i two- 
tluriln present and as tne remaining 
third ca»ue strangling in, it was sug- 
gested by the early member? that t.ie 
late ones ought to be lined. 


Minutes of previous meeting were 


read and approved. 


The first business was the reading 


ofi'Diumuuicatioiirt and a petition wa> 
heard from the owners of lots fro:itin« 
on Hanover street, setting out that 
they have already incurred expense ol 
draining their houses and cellar.-into 
the alley in rear of the lots., which al- 
ley is the natural course of the drain- 
age of said lot.-, and asking that the 
new borough sewer may be laid in the 
said alley instead of in Hanover i-treet 
Petition was signed by C. W Troxei 
C'. S. Speese, R. C. Shriver, C. li 
Dougherty. Harry K. Troxel, Mr- 
Kllen Hupp, R. K. Rudi.-ill. S. Ku.- 
sell Hollebaugh, Levi J. Diehl. St 
John McCleau, H. J. Hartman and A 
J- Hartmau. 


President Plank stated that it was 


the intention of Sewer Committee to 
run sewer in alley if the council did 
not object. The engineer said it could 
be done as easily as first planned. It 
was thought it would be more useful 
in H!ley and would not deprive any- 
one of convenient sewerage, as another 
line goes down the York pike and it 
was ordered to be laid in the alley. 


A letter signed by H. S. Trostle, 


President of the Board of Health, was 
presented by Dr. Henry Stewart gay- 
ing that "there is needed for the use 
of the Board of Health to meet the 
bills incurred iu stamping out the re- 
cent epidemic, the sum of $200. This 
does not include the contract with Dr. 
O'Neal whoa 3 bill lias not yet been 
presented." A councilman asked for 
the itemized statement requested by 
council. L)r. Stewart said he did not 
propose to make two statements, that 
in the regular course of business such 
an itemized statement would be sub- 
mitted and the letter indicated what 
money was for. Then remarks of all 
kinds were Interjected into the air. 
Council had only asked information 
bow much for the guards, how much 
for support of patients, how much for 
this and that; one always got an item- 
ized statement when they bought 
things in a store; if no statement will 
be given guess we will have to pay bil! 
anyhow. Finally a request was made 
for statement why §200 was asked now 
instead of $100 turned down at last 
meeting and explanation was made 
that all the bills were now in except 
physician's and it would take that 
much to square them. 
Motion car- 


ried to appropriate amount needed. 


M. A. Garvin drew the attention of 


council to the waterway along the side 
of Chambersburg pike, that there are 
overflows which wash away the old 
tan walk and council was asked to ex- 
tend drainage pipe from railroad up 
along Buford avenue, that there were 
drainage pipes stored up on Franklin 
street that would answer purpose. 
Council said matter would be consid- 
ered later iu evening but when ad- 
ournment came no action had been 
taken. 


C. S- Duncan, Esq., as representing 


the W. M. R. R., presented an ajiree- 
neut between the railroad, the bor- 
ough and sewer contractors about the 
placing of the sewer under the rail- 
road tracks at the four places where it 
would be necessary. He stated that 
agreement simply defined the respon- 
sibilities of all parties. The 7th and 
Sth clauses were objectionable to the 
•ouucilmen, specially the former, and 
notion carried to lay matter on table
